ON REMOVAL ORDER 


Admiral Fights Wilbur's 
Edict Relieving Him 
From Command. 


ACT NOT PUNITIVE, 
SECRETARY ASSERTS 


Administrative Measure, He 
Says; Correspondence With 
Navy Critic Made Public. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 28 (A.P.).— 
Rear Admiral Thomas P. Magruder, 
who has been detached from his com- 
mand of the Fourth Naval District by 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur and or- 
dered to report to him at Washington 
on or about November 5, today exer- 
cised his right of appeal and has re- 
quested President Coolidge’ to revoke 
the order. 

The appeal was in the official form 
of a letter addressed to the President 
“via the Secretary of the Navy,” by 
whom it is to be forwarded to the 
White Hoyse with the Secretary’s 
recommendation. The letter also con- 
tained a request for a personal inter- 
view with the President. 

The removal.of the admiral from his 
present command was the result of the 
controversy over his article published 
in the Saturday Evening Post of Sep- 
tember 24 on “The Navy and Economy,” 
in which he criticised what he termed 
the “overorganization of the Navy” and 
the “continuance of uneconomical 
methods begun in war time.” 


Magruder Praises Latimer. 


Admiral Magruder, while confirming 
that he had made an appeal, refused to 
go into the details, saying that the 
letter set forth his reasons for asking 
for the revocation. 

The admiral, who commands the 
read with 
great interest the statement of Secre- 
tary Wilbur, “‘the order to Admiral Ma- 
gruder is not punitive; it is adminis- 
trative.” It is understood that the ad- 
miral looks upon the order as punish- 
ment and could not understand why it 
was regarded at Washington as “ad- 
ministrative.” 

Admiral Magruder had a good word 
for Rear Admiral Julian L. Latimer, 
who is to relieve him November 1, if 
the order is not revoked.

Mafalda; Boiler Bursts 
After Pipes Fail. 


DRAMATIC SCENE ABOARD 


Rio Janeiro, Brazil, Oct. 26 (A.P.).— 
The Italian liner Principessa Mafalda, 
which sailed from Genoa with nearly a 
thousand passengers aboard, more than 
800 of them Italian emigrants bound 
for the promised land of South America, 
lies at the bottom of the ocean off the 
Brazilian Coast. . 

Rescuing vessels, hurrying to the aid 
of the Mafalda’s SOS; are -believed ‘to 
have rescued 1,170, or all but some 68, 
out of a total of 1,238 souls, 998 pas- 
sengers and a crew of 240. 

“The steamer sank about 80 miles 
from Portdé Segura, a port of the State 
of Bahia. 

It was about 7:15 o’clock last night 
when the Mafalda’s sudden call for aid 
was picked up by various ships not far 
distant. It was about the hour when, 
the evening meal having been disposed 
of, the Italians were making ready to 
celebrate their arrival on the shores of 
the new country where they intended 
to set up their homes. 

The sea was calm, fortunately, and 
the night was clear, and the crippled 
vessel remained afloat for hours, while 
rescuing steamers were speeding to the 
scene. It was: not until about 11 
o’clock that the Mafalda sank. :

FAANGE OUOPENDS HIGH 
TARIFF ON U. &. GOODS 


Status Quo Restored, as an 
Aid to Negotiations for 
New Treaty. 


EARLY AGREEMENT SEEN 


Paris, Oct. 26 (A.P.).—The higher 
tariff rates recently imposed on Ameri- 
can imports by the French government 
have been suspended pending negotia- 
tions for a commercial treaty, M. Boka- 
nowski, minister of commerce, an- 
nounced tonight. 

“Until the end of the negotiations 
we will return to the status quo ante,” 
said the minister. “I have just fin- 
ished an interview. with Mr. White- 
house (the American charge d’affaires) 
in which we examined the latest notes 
exchanged. They are of a most con- 


jciliatory nature and permit us to fore- 


see a definite agreement. 

“The first point has been made. We 
have established a provisional regime 
for exchanging goods during the nego- 
tiations. By the terms of this _provi- 
sional agreement we are giving the 
United States the same duties they had 
before the signing of the commercial 
agreement with Germany, except in 
cases where the minimum tariffs con- 
ceded to Germany are higher. 

“In short, it may be said that it 
means America returns to the status 
quo ante until the end of the negotia- 
tions. 

“Experts have already gone over -the 
tariff. The conversations now concern 
largely machinery and chemical prod- 
ucts. It can not yet be said when we 
will arrive at a definite understanding, 
but you can be assured that our two 
governments have a strong desire to 
reach a conclusion as rapidly as pos- 
sible.”

TRIAL IS PROCEEDING 
MORE EXPEDITIOUSLY 


Drainage and Secrecy Nearly 
All In; Way Clearing for 
Bond Allegation. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

The Government brewght up fs 
heavy artillery yesterday in its effort 
to lay the foundation for its com- 
spiracy charge against Albert B. Fall, 
former Secretary of the Interior, and 
Harry F. Sinclair, New York oil — 
nate. 

When the smoke cleared, Govern: 
ment special counsel seemed well satis« 
fied with the effect of this offensive, 
made up of the testimony of witnesses 
who either had an interest or hoped 
to procure an interest in the Teapot 
Dome lease. 

Defense counsel, on the other hand, 
said at the close of the day that the 
Government’s heavy guns had merely 
backfired and that each shell sent into 
the defense rampart had turned out 
a dud. Thus, both sides expressed 
satisfaction with the results and smiles 
wreathed the faces of opposing counsel 
when the afternoon session was over. 
There was less friction shown in the 
legal wrangles and an era of good feel- 
ing seemed to permeate the court+ 
room, as if the politeness and courtesy 
of Justice Siddons himself had at last 
become contagious. Even Theodore 
Roosevelt, jr.. who testified, and Mares 
tin W. Littleton, of Sinclair counsel, 
appeared at peace with each other and 
Roosevelt put his hand almost affec- 
tionately on LittJeton’s shoulder when 
he conferred with him before the 
morning session began. 


Trial Is Speeded Up. 


There was a welcome speeding up in 
the Government’s presentation of its 
case, The testimony relative to drain- 
age, alleges’ secrecy and exclusion of 
competition in making the lease is vir- 
tually all in so far as Government wit- 
nesses are concerned and the way is 
paved for possible spectacular develop- 
ments today in connection with the 
beginning of the Government’s antici- 
pated attempt to prove the following ~ 
controlling and dominant count in the 
indictment: 

“The said Harry F. Sinclair, on or 
about the 8th day of May, 1922, deliv- 
ered, or caused to be delivered, to the 
said Albert B. Fall, and the said Albert 
B. Fall received, or caused to be re- 
ceived, from him a large amount of 
bonds of the United States, known as 
First Liberty Loan 314 per cent bonds, 
of the par value of $230,500.” 


Bond Transaction Next. 


After B. B. Brooks, former Governor 
of Wyoming, has testified relative to the 
disappointment felt by the Rocky 
Mountain Oil and Gas Products Asso- 
ciation when Sinclair got the Teapot 
Dome lease and after the deposition of 
James G. Darden, who was interested 
in a quit claim deed of 160 acres, is 
read to the jury the first Government 
witness allegedly connected. with the 
bond transaction will be put on the 
stand. This will be A. S. Booth, of 
Pueblo, Colo., vice president of the 
Pueblo First National Bank and treas- 
urer of the M. D. Thatcher Estates Co. 
He will testify that he bought $145,500 
of Liberty Bonds from M. T. Everhart,. 
son-in-law of Fall. : 

L. T. Rule, a clerk in the employ of

Witness from Denver. 


The witnesses which the Government 
put upon the stand yesterday in its 
effort to show that competition was 
excluded so that Fall “‘did not get the 
terms most advantageous to the United 
States” were Frank E. Kistler, of Den- 
ver. president of the Producers & Re- 
finers Corporation; Amos L. Beaty, of 
New York; president of the Texas .Co.; 
Birch Helms, of New York, connected 
at the time of the Teapot lease with 
the Texas Pacific Oil & Coal Co., and 
Leslie A. Miller, of Cheyenne, Wyo., 
connected with the Aero Oil Corpora- 
tion, besides John C. Shaffer, publisher 
of several Colorado newspapers, who 
was interested in the Maryland Oil 
Co. and had an application on file for 
600 acres of the reserve in case the 
Government decided to lease it. 

Testimony of these witnesses was de- 
signed by the Government to substan- 
tiate the charge in the indictment that 
“numerous persons and corporations, 
competent to do such work and per- 
form such services then were desirous 
of entering into such contract and 
leases, among others the Producers & 
Refiners Corporation, the Texas Co., 
the Texas Pacific Oil & Coal Co., the 
Aero Oil Corporation, etc.” 


Witnesses Agreed on Testimony. 


Ail these witnesses described their 
efforts to get in touch with Secretary 
Fall, their conferences with him about 
the lease and the Sinclair offer. The 
witnesses apparently agreed on these 
points: 

First—That Fall believed he had a 
satisfactory offer from Sinclair and was 
not particularly interested in the prop- 
ositions they made or wanted to later 
make for leasing portions of the re- 
serve. 

Second—That Fa!l was not impressed 
by Beaty’s expressed willingness to con- 
sider making an application for the 
lease of the entire reserve. 

Third—That Fall told Shaffer to take 
up with Sinclair the matter of the lat- 
ter’s getting a certain acreage in the 
reserve because of the application with 
Shaffer had previousiy made and be- 
cause of the fact that Shaffer had 
already spent $115,000 in developing his 
property adjoining the reserve. 

The defense, on the other hand, 
claims that the testimony brought out 
the following points: 

First—That the terms of the lease, as 
fnsisted upon by the Navy Department 
and the Navy War Plans Board, re- 
quired a 1,000-mile’ pipe line, construc- 
tion for tankage along the Atlantic and 
Gulf seaboard and the exchange of 
royalty crude oil for fuel oil and that 
Fall was informed and knew that none 
of the witnesses could undertake such 
a contract with the Government, where- 
as Sinclair had offered to meet the 
Government’s terms. 


None Planned to Bid. 


Second—That Fall knew that none 
of the witnesses desired to bid on the 
contract under the terms laid down by 
the Government. 

Third—That Fall had promised Shaf- 
fer to consider his application for 600 
acres if the reserve was to be leased, 
end he simply lived up to that promise 
when he let Shaffer know that Sinclair 
“was getting the lease and would be 
under an obligation to take care of 
Shaffer’s application. 

Owen J. Roberts, of Government 
counsel, asked the witness Kistler 
about “leasing land on Teapot Dome,” 
or “a portion of the Dome,” and later 
asked him if he would have been in- 
terested in making a lease on the Dome. 

Littleton, on cross-examining .the 
witness, asked him if he would have 
been interested in making the kind of 
lease that was made by the Govern- 
ment with the Mammoth Oil Co., in- 
volving the pipe line, tankage, d&c. 
But Roberts objected, and the follow- 
ing occurred: 

Littleton: 

Q. Mr. Kistler, would you have been 
interested in entering into a lease with 
the Government on the whole of Tea- 
pot Dome which called for the build- 
ing of a pipe line? 


Objection Made by Roberts. 


Roberts—I object. I have called this 
witness to prove that he went to see 
Secretary Fall, and made inquiry of 
him about the Teapot Dome. And I 
have called him to prove what the 
Secretary said or did not say to him 
with respect to his application. I sub- 
mit it would have been proper if the 
Secretary had put to him the question 
as to what his interest was in the mat- 
.ter, and what he could or would bid, 
but it is not competent to attempt to 
prove on cross-examination what ne 
might have replied to Secretary Fall if 
the Secretary had told him his require- 
ments. — 

Littleton—I submit that Government

Roberts Blocks Littleton. 


After this, Roberts did not ask the 
other witnesses if they had any desire 
to lease the entire Dome, thus blocking 
the way for Littleton to cross-examine 
as to whether they would have been 
willing to consider the Government’s 
terms for the lease, 

But this left little evidence respecting 
the charge in the indictment that the 
companies and corporations represented 
by the witnesses “were competent to do 
such work and perform such services 
and were desirous of entering into such 
contract and leases.” 

Kistler was followed by Amos L, 
Beaty and Mr. Roberts conducted the 
direct examination as follows: 

Q. Your name is Amos L. Beaty?—A. 
Yes, sir. 

@. Where do you live, Judge Beaty?— 
A. In New York. 

Q. With what concern are you con- 
nected?—A. With The Texas Co. a 
Texas corporation. 

@. What is the business of that con- 
cern?—A. It is in the oil business, in 
all branches of the oil business. 

Q. Judge Beaty, when you saw’ Secre- 
tary Fall, will you state what you said 
to him as to the purpose of your visit? 
—A. I told the Secretary, in effect, that 
I had come to him about a lease on 
Teapot Dome. I may say, if you will 
permit me, that I had sent Mr. Dave 
Connolly down there to ascertain or to 
verify information I had that a lease 
would be made of the Dome. That was 
a few days before. He had a talk with 
Secretary Fall and had reported back 
to me. 

Beaty said Fall told him at the out- 
set that he had a proposition from Sin- 
clair that was satisfactory but the mat- 
ter was nevertheless discussed. The 
witness said his company would take 
a lease on the Dome and be willing to 
pay the Government a graduated royal- 
ty and had twelve terminals on the 
Atlantic Seaboard to handle the propo- 
sition of exchanging royalty.crude oii 
for fuel oil. Fall, he said, told him 
about the placer mining claims that 
would have been taken care of. 


Pipe Line Statement Ruled Out, 


In his cross-examination, Littleton 
made valiant but unsuccessful efforts 
to get into the record a statement 
from the witness as to whether he 
knew that the Government’s terms for 
the lease included the building of a 
pipe line. As the pipe line had not 
been mentioned by the witness in his 
direct testimony and as the witness 
testified that Fall did not discuss with 
him terms other than those he had 
referred to, it appeared important from 
the Government’s standpoint to pre- 


vent the witness from saying whether 
or not he knew that a pipe line would 
_be required. ‘ 

If he did not know it, there would 
be significance in the fact that Fall 
had not mentioned it. If he did know 
it and Fall knew that he knew it there 
would be no significance in the fact 
that the pipe line was noi discussed. 
Littleton’s cross-examination, leading 
up to the pipe line follows: 

Q. Judge Seaty, who was the Mr. 
Connolly you referred to? Was he 
employed by the Texas Company?— 
Ae. FM. 

Q. Is he now _living?—A. 
is dead. He has since died. 

Q. When did Mr. Connolly first talk 
to you about the fact leases were be- 
ing considered on Teapot Dome, about 
how long before your visit to Wash- 
ington?—A. Well, it was a few days. 
I could not say how many days. I am 
not certain whether Mr. Connolly 
brought up the subject with me, or 
whether I brought it up with him, I 
am inclined to think it was the latter. 

Q. You are inclined to think you 
brought it up with him?—A,. Yes. 

Q. You had heard that a lease of 
Teapot Dome was under consideration, 
had you?—A. Yes. 

Q@. How long before the thirty-first 
of March had you heard that it was 
under consideration?—A. I think. it 
was something like ten days. — 

Q. From what source had you heard 
that?—A. The information came to me 
from Mr. Lufkin, who was at that time 
the chairman of our board. 

Q. Mr. Connolly first came down to 
Washington, did he not, to see Secre- 
tary Fall?—A. He came to Washington 
before I came, but it was after the in- 
formation came to me that a lease was 
being considered. 


Told of Visit to Fall. 


Q. When he went to Washington and 
returned he told you of his vist with 
Secretary Fall?—A. Yes;, he made a 
verbal report.

Littleton—I take it, your honor, that

Made Report Alone. 


Q. When Mr. Connolly reported to 
you, prior to your coming down to 
Washington, was there some one with 
him when he reported, or was he with 
some one when he reported?—A. I think 
not; I think he made the report to me 
alone. 

Q. Was there any one else, other than 
Mr. Connolly, who had come to Wash- 
inggton, in advance of your coming, to 
discuss this matter with Secretary Fall, 
that you know of?—-A. Not so far as 
I know. No one sent by me, or to my 
knowledge. 

Q@. Did you hear anything about Mr. 
Crawford, Mr. J. C. Crawford, coming 
down on that matter?—A. Is he a per- 
son who had been connected with the 
Government service in some manner? 

Q. No; he is practicing law here now. 
He is a member of the bar here. He 
was in the Government service, I am 
told.—-A. Yas; not coming to see Secre- 
tary. Fall, but coming to see Mr. Luf- 
kin, is what I heard about. 

Q. Did you see him?—A. Did I see 
him? 

Q. Yes.—A. I am not certain whether 
I saw him or not. I do recall seeing an- 
other man from Boston, Mr. Young, I 
think his name was. I might have 
seen Mr. Crawford. I do not know. 

Q. Do you know when Mr. Crawford 
saw Mr. Lufkin?—A. I think it was 
some days before Mr. Connolly came to 
Washington. 

Q. Did Secretary Fall discuss this 
matter of the proposition from Mr. Sin- 
clair openly with you, Judge Beaty?— 
A. Yes, sir. - 

Q. Was there any evidence of secrecy 
about it —A. I saw none. 


Told No Lease to Be Made. 


Birch Helms described his visit to 
Washington, where he saw Col. Roose- 
velt, Judge Finney and Secretary Denby 
in September, 1921, about seven months 
before the Teapot lease was made. 

“What were you told with respect-to 
the lease of Teapot Dome?” Roberts 
asked. ; 

“No lease would be made,” replied 
the witness. Later, in the spring, he 
saw Fall and told him he would like 
to make a bid on “a Teapot Dome 
lease” and Fall said he would be glad 
to entertain it. 

This witness was also interested in 
a Government contract on Salt Creek 
royalties and defense counsel sought 
to bring out the fact that Fall refer- 
red to this matter, and not to leasing 
the Dome as a whole, when he said he 


would be glad to receive a proposition. 

Shaffer described his conversation 
with Sinclair in New York as follows: 

“Mr. Sinclair and I agreed that he 
would set aside 400 acres for me on 
Teapot Dome.” 

By Roberts: 

Q. What, if anything, did Mr. Sin- 
clair say about any talk with Secre- 
tary Fall about the matter that he had 
had?—A. Nothing of importance. 


Counsel Clash on Letter. 


Just before noon adjournment there 
was a protracted batttle between op- 
posing counsel over admitting a carbon 
copy of a letter Shaffer wrote to Sin- 
clair. Defense counsel said it was not 
shown that the letter had ever been 
sent. Justice Siddons ruled that there 
was evidence enough, under modern 
constructoin of the law, to permit the 
jury to hear the letter and use their 
own judgment as to whether such a 
letter had been sent. The contents of 
the letter proved a dud, however, as 
nothing of fresh importance was in- 
jected into the case. It was as fol- 
lows: 

“Your favor of September 17, ad- 
dressed to me at Los Angeles, has fol- 
lowed me and I have it before me this 
morning. 

“I expect to return to Chicago the 
latter part of this week. I have a num- 
ber of engagements there in connection 
with the election in Illincis and In- 
diana, especially in Indiana, where I 
am supporting Senator Beveridge for 
the United States Senate with my 
papers. I shall be very glad to come to 
New York as soon as it is possible and 
have a conference with you in regard 
to our oil interest in the Teapot Dome. 

“May I refresh your memory by call- 
ing attention to the conferenc: I had 
in your office in'New York vith Mr. 
Aitken and at the suggestion of the 
Secretary of the Interior. I had on file 
in the Interior Depaftment a request 
for a lease on part of the Naval Re- 
serve No. 3, known as the Teapot Dome, 
and this was xnown to the Secretary 
of the Interior. In conference with 
him, he stated that he was in negotia- 
tion with you for the lease of all the 
land in the Naval Reserve, but had 
stated to you that he was reserving 200 
acres for me.-. I told the Secretary that 
I expected to get a much larger acreage 
and, in a further discussion of the mat- 
ter, he requested me to take.up the 
matter with you direct. 


Recalls Former Conference. 


“If you will recall. we went over this 
matter at quite a length and I stated 
my reason why I felt I was entitled to 
a much larger acreage. We adjourned 


Aitken and I went to lunch at the 
Bankers Club and again met you at 3 
o’clock in your office, when you said 
substantially, ‘Mr, Shaffer, I have con- 
sidered this matter now very carefully 
and I am willing to make this proposi- 
tion: That I will reserve for you 640 
acres. I will drill the well on this land 
and charge the net cost of drilling and 
then divide the net profits for the oil 
that is produced.’ I said to you, ‘This 
is very satisfactory to me and I accept 
the proposition.” Inasmuch as you had 
not at that time signed the contract 
with the Secretary of the Interior for 
the lease of the Teapot Dome or Naval 
Reserve No. 3, it was concluded not to 
put anything in writing until after you 
had formally secured the lease. I have 
just recited this conversation to Mr. 
Aitken and he corroborated it fully. 

“As soon as it is possible for me to 
get to New York and is convenient for 
you to see me, I] will go East and I am 
quite sure we will have no difficulty 
in arriving at a mutually satisfactory 
arrangement of my fnterest in the Tea- 
pot Dome.

Includes Cost of Oil. 


Q. When you say the cost of their 
ccenstruction, you mean the cost of 
their construction and filling with oil? 
—A. And filling with oil. 

Q. And those called for construction 
at various points on the seacoast of 
the United States?—A. Those called tor 
construction at various points on the 
seacoast of the United States and in 
possessions of the United States. 

Q. Can you state whether Ports- 
mouth, N. H., was included as one of 
the various points of storage?—A. It 
was, sir. 

Q. Now Colonel, I want to ask you 
about another matter. When did you 
first learn of the lease of the entire 
Teapot Dome?—A. I learned of that 
toward the latter part of April. 

Q. Of what year?—A. 1922. 

Q. Had you any knowledge of any in- 
tent to lease that entire reserve prior 
to having heard of the consummation 
of the lease?—A. No, sir. 

Q. What, if any, leasing did you 
know of that was being done on naval 
reserves prior to that time?—A. The 
only leasing I knew of was the offsett 
drilling.

Q. Counsel has asked you when you 
first learned of the lease of Naval Re-

A. Yes, sir. 


Led Fight in Congress. 


Q. How were you officially occupied 
from the first of January up until the 
latter part of April, 1922?—A. 1 was 
head of the naval experts at the Limi- 
tation of Armament Conference, and 
I also handled the question of the 
fight that was going on in Congress 
then as to the reduction in size of 
the Navy. 

Q. And that took all of your time?— 
A. That took the major part of my 
time; yés. 

Q@. You had nothing to do with or 
any knowledge of the practical nego- 
tiations leading up to the leases in 
California or in Wyoming?—A, No, sir. 

Q. That was due to the fact that you 
were otherwise occupied?—A, Yes, sir. 

Q@. So far as the Navy Department 
was concerned, they were being handled 
by Secretary Denby, of the Navy, were — 
they not?—A. I assume so. 

Mr. Littleton. That is all. 

Mr. Roberts. That is all, Col. Roose- 
velt.

The assassination of Gen. Simon Pet- 
lura in the streets of Paris last year 
caused a great sensation because of the 
political aspects which it involved.

Houston, Tex., Oct. 26 (A.P.).—A curb 
on the establishment of new banks with 
small capitalization was indorsed by 
the American Bankers Association here 
today as the major weapon needed to 
combat bank failures. 

Minimum capitalization of from $25,- 
000: to $50,000 was suggested as one re- 
quirement that would go a long way 
toward reducing the number of fail- 
ures, which have totaled 3,800 in the 
last six years. 

Hope was expressed by the economic 
policy commission of the organization; 
which is headed by Evans Wollen, of 
Indianapolis, that no revolutionary step, 
such as a general diffusion of branch 
banking, would be necessary to provide 
adequate protection for the depositor. 

Too many banks has been the prin- 
cipal cause of failures, the commission 
held, and urged that charters be re- 
fused in communitiés where additional 
banks are not needed. 


Flood Legislation Asked. 


The. association went on record as 
favoring immediate and comprehensive 
legislation by Congress for permanent 
flood control and declared in a resolu- 
tion that bankers are deeply interested 
in developing “sound economic poli- 
cies for the stabilization of the agri- 
cultural industry.” 

Thomas R. Preston, president of the 
Hamilton National Bank, of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., who began his career as 
a bank runner, was formally elected 
president of the association and Craig 
B. Hazelwood, of the Union Trust Co, 
Chicago, was advanced to the post of 
first vice president from which he will 
be elevated to the presidency next year, 

John G. Lonsdale, president of the 
National Bank of Commerce, St. Louis, 
was named second vice president, put- 
ting him in line to succeed to the 
presidency in 1929. Mr. Lonsdale was 
a real estate dealer in Hot Springs, 
Ark., before he became a banker. He 
is 

The numerous bank failures of the 
past few years do not imply a weak 
condition and poor management in the 
case of the majority of the institutions 
affected, the economic policy commis- 
sion declared, 


Strain of Depression. 


Indications were found by the com- 
mission, however, that “large numbers 
of banks which seem to be in,a flour- 
ishing condition during years of busi- 
ness activity, are unable to withstand 
the stress and strain incident to de- 
pression and a downward adjustment of 
values in the communities in which 
they are established.” 

Stricter enforcement of the existing 
banking laws, closer supervision of 
banking operations by boards of direc- 
tors, higher salaries for bank examiners 
and bank commissioners, development 
of clearing house examination and the 
promotion of regional bank associa- 
tions were measures recommended by 
the commission. 3 

In relation to flood control the as- 
sociation declared “the Federal Govern- 
ment should assume the sole respon- 
sibility for financing, placing, building 
and operating the necessary works need- 
ed to bring about permanent relief. 
It also urged that because of the seri- 
ousness of this flood problem it be di- 
vorced from all other national issues.” 

The resolution on agriculture said 
that “partly 4s a result of. good crops 
and partly as a result of higher prices 
the farmers of the country are likely 
to have much less cause for com- 
plaint than they have had for some 
time past.” 


Interested in Farming. 


The “community of interest between 
bankers and farmers” was emphasized 
and the resolution declared bankers 
“are deeply interested in the develop- 
ing of sound economic policies for the 
stabilization of this basic industry.” 

A resolution opposing the Federal 
treasury plan to reduce the size of 
currency to about four-fifths its present 
size, unless bank notes. are similarly 
and simultaneously reduced, was adopt- 
ed by the national bank division of the 
association, | 

The resolution also opposed the treas- 
ury plan to eliminate national bank 
notes in 1930, declaring such a step 
“is not called for by any sound eco- 
nomic or financial policy.” . 

E A. Onthank, of Fitchburg, Mass., 
was chosen president of the division 
and E. H. Sensenich, Portland, Ore., 
banker, vice-president.

Stultz, After Long Pleading, 
Agrees to Remain and 
Test New Motor.

NO PROMISE ON FLIGHT

Old Orchard, Me., Oct. 26.—After an 
afternoon and night of pleading, Wil- 
mer Stultz, pilot of the Dawn, who re- 
signed from the crew early today, prom- 
ised Mrs. Frances Grayson that he 
would stay with the ship until its new 
motor, which arrived today, has been 
tested. But he would not promise to 
attempt again to pilot the Forest Hills 
real estate woman across the Atlantic. 

For “Smiling Bill” was mad clear 
through when she had told of his turn- 
ing the ship back to land before one 
of the motors went bad last week on 
the Dawn’s third false start for Den- 
mark. He felt that the implications 
Mrs. Grayson had allowed to slip into 
her story of that 1,000-mile fight were 
an unwarranted reflection on his 
courage. 

But he would not squawk. He in- 
sisted he had turned the ship back 
only when to continue meant certain 
death for the crew of three, that he 
could take the amphibian and its crew 
to Europe when the weather was right, 
but that he was not helping any one 
to commit suicide. He contends that 
the fog was then so dense that it shut 
out all visibility and showed no promise 
of lifting. He says he did not want to 
land beside the freighter they encoun- 
tered returning, but that he did insist 
on circling around the ship until he 
was certain his crippled motor would 
last the 300 miles more to the beach 
here. 

Stultz has been a test pilot for many 
years and has worn a parachute on all 
his flights in untried planes, but has 
never jumped and let this ship crack 
up, preferring instead to fight it out 
to bring the plane in safely too. Mrs. 
Grayson’s story that he had wanted to 
land in the lee of the steamship, he’ 
feels, injured this remarkable record. 

The woman commander herself re- 
fused to make any comment on the 
situation. After her pilot had resigned, 
she plainly showed she was worried. 

The new motor was installed soon 
after its arrival and will be ready for 
testing tomorrow morning. Mrs. Gray- 
son could not.get another pilot who.can 
handle her plane by tomorrow, if at 
all, at this late date, and she must 
be ready to take off again at the end 
of the week if she expects to cross the 
Atlantic this year. 

The plane, with a very light load, 
will take off from the water at the end 
of the beach tests and Stults will fly 
it around the bay for five hours, to 
check its speed and gas consumption.

would be no further necessity for 
formal exchanges in arriving at an 
agreement as to the basis upon which 
treaty negotiations were to proceed. 
- The chief point made in the most 
recent American notes has been in re- 
gard to the tariff status American goods 
entering France were to enjoy while 
the treaty negotiations were proceed- 
ing. Although the Washington Govern- 
ment at first suggested to the Paris au- 
thorities that most favored nation 
treatment be granted by France during 
the negotiation period, the later com- 
munications made it clear that Wash- 
ington would be satisfied with a return 
to the duty levels that prevailed 
against American products before Sep- 
tember 6 last, when the new French 
tariff schedules, involving application 
of the maximum rate under French law 
to American goods, went into effect. 
The French action presumably termi- 
nates a situation that for a time 
threatened an actual tariff warfare be- 
tween/the two countries.

tract, and Refusing to 
Give Reason. 


“INFLUENCE” AT WORK, 
HIS MANAGER THINKS 


Something, Keedick Is Sure, 
Made It Necessary to 
Depart Secretly. 


New York, Oct. 26 (A.P.).—Leaving 
behind him a broken contract and 
mingled emotions of anger, pity and 
shocked surprise, Roald Amundsén .was 
on his way to Norway tonight, after a 
sudden and mysterious departure vari- 
ously ascribed to a “row,” a “brain- 
storm,” and an unidentified “influ- 
ence.” 

Amundsen only arrived in this coun- 


try a week ago Monday and was to have 
begun a lecture tour on next Tuesday 
which would keep him here until 
March, He had accepted an invitation 
to be guest of honor Saturday at a 
dinner where he was to be awarded 
the Explorers’ Club medal. 

But despite this, Amundsen sailed on 
the Bergensfjord yesterday, his only 
explanations to his lecture manager 
and the Explorers’ Club being - tele- 
grams reading: “Am sailing today. 
Sorry I can not be with you.” 

As a result, Lee Keedick, who has 
managed the explorer’s lectures for 
fourteen years, had to cancel all ar- 
rangements for the proposed tour, and 
Rudolph Kersting, secretary of the Ex- 
plorers’ Club, dispatched 200 telegrams 
withdrawing invitations to the pres- 
entation dinner. 

At the Explorers’ Club today consider- 
able pique was exhibited and the ex- 
planation was offered that “Amundsen 
had a row with his lecture manager.” 


Has Had Brainstorm. 


Keedick replied to this that since 
coming to the country the explorer had 
had a “brainstorm,” but as he said this 
had happened before it was not taken 
seriously until the telegram announcing 
his departure was received. 

“I will lose a good deal of money by 


this,” he said. “But I am sorry for 
Amundsen rather than angry. I can 
only explain his action by the fact that 
after arriving here he came under some 
influence that made it imperative for 
him to leave the country at once, and 
secretly.” 

One of the most peculiar phases of 
the situation developed when it became 
known that Amundsen had told his 
publishers, Doubleday, Page & Co., as 
long ago as last Saturday, that he had 
given up his lecture tour and was sail- 
ing Tuesday. They were amazed to 
learn that the departure was a general 
mystery and could suggest no reason 
why the explorer had not made 
his decision known to the persons most 
interested. 


Once Filed to Sea. 


At least once before in his life, a life, 
incidentally, 
with heated controversies, Amundsen 
took to the sea when pressure ashore 
became unbearable to him. In his 
most recent book, “My Life As An Ex- 
plorer,” he tells that as he was pfrepar- 


ing for his conquest of the Northwest 
Passage in 1903 his lack of funds was 
so great that one creditor threatened 
to have his ship libelled and himself 
arrested for fraud. 

“I grew desperate and I resolved upon 
a desperate expedient,” he writes, “I 
summoned my six carefully chosen 
companions, and at midnight in a per- 
fect deluge of rain_we seven conspira- 
tors went aboard the Gjoa, cast off the 
hawsers and turned southward. When 
dawn arose on our truculent creditor, 
we were safely out on the open main, 
seven as light-hearted pirates as ever 
flew the black flag.” ~ 

Amundsen sent a wireless to the As- 
sociated Press tonight concerning his 
sudden departure for Norway in answer 
to a wireless sent him on board ship 
asking for an explanation of his action. 
His reply was: “Confer Keedick.” 

Keedick, the lecture manager said he 
was quite ready to confer but that he 
hadn’t the least idea why Amundsen 
had left.

for more than 33 years, I know the 
great responsibility of the Presidency 
and the arduous duties of the office. 
Nevertheless, if my friends of Kansas 
desire to send a delegation to the next 
Republican national convention favor- 
able to my nomination, I shall be 
greatly pleased to be their candidate. 
However, I will not consent to become 
@ candidate if the delegation is to be 
selected with a view of voting for me 
for a few ballots as a ‘favorite son.” As 
I stated when the question was first put 
to me, I will not allow myself to be 
used as a ‘stalking horse’ for any one. 

“Even to be considered for the Presi- 
dency is a great honor. I assure you 
the action of my friends in Kansas is 
appreciated, and I am deeply grateful to 
each and every one of them.” 

Without going further, the senator’s 
candidacy will find a friendly reception 
in Oklahoma and Colorado, and his 
friends see him as a heaven-sent answer 
to the prayer of the West for a Presi- 
dent of its own. It was only recently 
that Senator Waterman, of Colorado, 
expressed his interest in the progressive 
movement, or rather the version that 
it is an all-Western movement, and said 
that Senator Curtis was a man on 
whom the entire West could center 
and a man who would have a chance 
for the nomination. This suggestion 
was not met with hostility on the part 
of the progressives at the time, and 
their attitude seemed to be one of 
friendliness yesterday. 

Senator Curtis is not a progressive, 
but an administration conservative. As 
the leader of his party in the Senate 
and thus the administration’s spokes- 
man, as the President made so definitely 
known when Senator Fess once essayed 
the role, the Kansas senator has de- 
voted himself to trying to reconcile 
differences and the transaction of busi- 
ness. He is personally popular with the 
members of his body and it is his 
ability to impress his personality on his 
fellow members and his persuasiveness 
rather than any aggressiveness that gave 
him the leadership and kept him there. 

At the last session his better judg- 
ment dictated against the McNary-Hau- 
gen bill. He voted first for the Fess 
substitute, which was generally under- 
stood to have had the approval of the 
President, then he voted for bills 
which he, himself, sponsored, along 
with Representative Aswell, of Louisi- 
ana, and Crisp. of Georgia. These 
measures failing to, replace the McNary- 
Haugen proposal, he voted for it when 
it came to a vote: 


No Platform Planned. 


This action is said by his friends: to 
be characteristic of him. He had 
thoughts on the farm problem and 
sought to have them accepted, but fail- 
ing, he was willing to give the thoughts 
of others a trial.

1912 he received the popular vote, but 
under the then existing district conven-~ 
tion plan he lost the nomination. But 
two years later, after the State had 
adopted the direct primary, he Was 
nominated and elected. 

For the time being at least, with no 
indications that it will be subsequently 
changed, the senator’s plan is to be one 
of watchful waiting for the bolt to 
strike him, as he stands aside, holding 
what delegates come to him: of their 
own choosing. He has neither the 
money nor organization to conduct a 
campaign, he said. 


Mentioned for Vice President. 


At the 1924 convention he was prom- 
inently mentioned for Vice President. 
In fact, a rather strong movement got 
behind him. Somebody stopped it, and 
there have been different versions as 
to who it was. One version is that those 
representing President Coolidge did. 


BRIVE TO IMPRESS EAST 
,. OF STRENGTH PLANNED 


Wope Is Expressed That the 
Backers of Norris Will 
Swing Over Later.

Des Moines, Iowa, Oct. 26—In ap- 
finish fight with the Senate insurgents, 
Lowden leaders in Iowa today hurled 
back to the doubting East the declara- 
tion that the home State of Senator 
Brookhart would not follow him into 
the Norris-for-President camp. 

Iowa, which has been the originator 
of the Lowden boom, is to become a di- 
recting force in a new phase of the 
campaign, designed to dispel reports 
in the East that the strength of the 
former Illinois governor is waning,, ac- 
cording to Maj. Frank Lund, Lowden 
campaign manager in Iowa. 

The plan now advanced by the Low- 
den campaign managers here is to con- 
vert the State headquarters into a tem- 
porary regional—or national—campaign 
headquarters and to bring into one con- 
certed movement all the Lowden ac- 


States Act Separately. 


Half a dozen other Western States 
have made some progress in organizing 
for Lowden, but all have acted separate- 
ly and without any effort at correla- 
tion of the movement, 

The office of Clarence F. Buck in 
Chicago has served as a sort of clear- 
ing house for Lowden campaign infor- 
mation, but Mr. Buck, who is close 
to Lowden, has felt that too much ac- 
tivity on his part might be interpreted 
as Mr. Lowden’s personal action. 

For this reason, in part, the Iowan’s 
hope, under their new plan, to do more 
for the Lowden cause than Mr.. Buck 
would feel free in doing at this time 
and point out that they will not be 
bound by the restraint that naturally 
will fall upon this Chicago office until 
Mr. Lowden gives his formal consent to 
becoming a candidate. 

The desigation of the Des Moines 
Office as a regional headquarters in no 
wise reflects on the activity elsewhere, 
the spokesmen for the Lowden group 
were intent upon emphasizing. It is, 
they say, a designation voluntarily as-’ 
sumed by Lowden leaders in this State 
to impress the Lowden opponents in the 
East that the great agricultural sections 
are in earnest and that they’ can not 
listen to compromise. 


Will Not Turn Back, They Say. 


“Agriculture has taken a great step 
forward in the last year or two in the 
matter of political action,” Maj. Frank 
Lund said today in announcing the new 
headquarters plans. “Now we shall not 

urn back until we have nominated for 
the Presidency the man whom the 
‘agricultural industry has chosen to lead 
it to a realization of its demands for 
farm equality.” 

Maj. Lund’s regional headquarters 
plans contemplate a closer cooperation

Whether this is true or-not, and if it 
is true, whether the President would 
look askance at his candidacy now, is 
another matter. 

There may or may not be any signifi- 
cance in the fact that the President has 
offered the office of Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce to Walter F. Brown, of 
Toledo, Ohio, an attorney and political 
leader. The offer was tendered at the 
request of Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover. Some observers construe the 
tender as evidencing a willingness on 
the President’s part to help the Com- 
merce Secretary’s presidential aspira- 
tions along just so much. Mr. Brown 
has taken the offer under advisement. 

It should be said that Mr. Hoover met 
Mr. Brown when the latter was chair- 
man several years ago of a joint con- 
gressional commission which drew up a 
a plan of governmental reorganization, 
and that Mr. Hoover was impressed 
with his work.

_ Getting back to Senator Curtis, his 
announcement was the first definite 
declaration of next year’s campaign. 
Senator Willis’ statement was interpre- 
ted as one, of course, but it was not in 
sO many words. Former Gov. Lowden, 
of Illinois, whose boom, already spiked 
by the progressive movement revolving 
‘around Senators Borah and Norris, now 
has Senator Curtis’ candidacy to con- 
tend with, has approached very close 
to the ring, but has never thrown his 
hat in. 


Lowden Men More Active. 


It will be some time before it can 
be determined whether Senator Curtis’ 
candidacy will eat deeply into the 
Lowden strength, but in this connec- 
tion tnere came word yesterday of re- 
newed activity on. the part of Lowden 
Supporters in Iowa, in the light of the 
progressive activities.

Farmers of the country. are in thelr 
best position since 1920 in the matter 
of purchasing power of their products 
in terms of nonagricultural products, 
Secretary Jardine said yesterday in re- 
viewing the farm situation. As the 
chief reasons he mentioned the better 
position of live stock, dairy and poultry 
products, and added that this year’s 


$200,000,000 more than last year’s, al- 
though a third smaller. 

The farm products purchasing power 
in terms of nonagricultural products 
was placed at 92 for September as 
against 88 for August, the 1909-15 five- 
taf period being used as a base of 


“Conditions in general are rather ré- 
versed from last year,” said Mr, Jar- 
dine’s summary. ‘The cotton belt, the 
northern wheat belt, the cattle States, 
the Northwestern apple district, are all 
in better shape. 


Cattle Prices to Continue High. 


“Some sections, like the Eastern corn 
belt and certain potato areas, are per- 
haps not in as good shape, but the gen- 
eral balance as between the major lines 
of production is better than last year. 
There are no conspicuous surpluses or 
shortages. Crop production per capita 
of population is next to the smallest in 
33 years.” 

Prediction that cattle prices would 
continue to remain high was made by 
the secretary. Fewer cattle have been 
marketed in the first nine months of 
this year as compared with the same’ 
period last year and they have been 
smaller in weight, but producers have 
been paid $37,000,000 more than a year 
ago. 

Federal inspection records show 
7,082,000 head of cattle were slaught- 
ered under Government supervision in 
the nine months, compared with 7,351,- 
000 last year in those months. The 
total paid this year to producers was 
$569,000,000, while last year it was 
$532,000,000. 


First Real Profit Since 1920. 


Shipments of unfinished cattle pass- 
ing through stockyards in July, 
August and September to be fed were 
25 per cent les: than the same period 
last year, showing that fewer are going 
to feed lots, Mr. Jardine said. The 
number is the smallest in ten years. 

“For the first time since 1921 con- 
ditions this year are reported as having 
been more favorable for cattlemen than 
for sheepmen in the West, measured at 
least by comparison with the preceding 
year,” he: declared. “Western cattle 
prices this year are on a fairly remu- 
nerative basis for the first time since 
the 1920collapse, due to an advance 
of from $2 to $4 per 100 pounds on 
nearly all classes of cattle, equivalent 
to from $12 to $50 per head, according 
to kind and weight.” 


Brookhart Sees No Real 


_ Aid From Administration 


(Associated Press.) 


Farmers will get. no adequate relief 
during the present administration, 
Brookhart, of Iowa, declared in a state- 
ment here yesterday which he said rep- 
resented the views of the other five 
members of the bloc of Western inde- 
pendent Republican senators. 

“It is a waste of time to fight for 
anything but a genuine solution of the 
arm problem,” Brookhart added, pic- 
turing conditions which he said showed 
a “national calamity for agriculture 
without parallel ,in the history of the 
country.” 

“It is the duty of the members of 
Congress to solve this question,” he de- 
clared, “and not take up a decoy bill 
upon the special plea that it has a 
chance and we can get nothing better.” 

Pending further conferences with his 
colleagues, Brookhart withheld his 
views for remedying the situation, but 
he described this condition in consid- 
erable detail. 

“About one-third of the American 
people are farmers,” he said. “These 
farmers now own less than one-fifth of 
the property value, and they are get- 
ting less than one-tenth of the national 
income.” 

He declared records showed that the 
defidtion policy of the Federal Reserve 
Bank reduced agricultural values by 
$38,000,000,000 and other business by 
only $18,000,000,000. Since 1920, he 
added, farm lands have declined $20,- 
000,000,000, while in industrial centers 
real estate has advanced more than 
that amount, 

The public utilities, he said, as a 
whole are earning more than 7 per 
cent, “and the courts are allowing them 
that rate or higher, while agriculture 
gets only 1.7 per cent, and that upon 
unfair bookkeeping.” 

While brokers on the New York Stock 
Exchange are loaned $3,600,000,000, he. 
said, at interest of 4 per cent, “the 
farmers are paying from 6 to 15 per 
cent for their bank loans to produce 
the food of life itself.”

The associations whose presidents 
participated in the criticism of the 
council included the District Bar As- 
sociation, the Real Estate Board, the 
Chamber ‘of Commerce and the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers Association.

WHO HELD UP DAT! 


Lists Six Who Refused to 
Aid Him in Demanding 
Brown’s Figures. 


SAYS HE WILL FIND WAY 
TO OBTAIN INFORMATION 


Veterans’ Bureau Employes 
Warned Against Too Much 
Outside Work. 


Listing the official scalps that he has 
either lifted or lacerated, Representa- 
tive Thomas L. Blanton, of Texas, yes- 
terday addressed another fiery letter to 
Herbert D. Brown, chief of the United 
States Bureau of Efficiency, a letter in 
which he flung back the charge of 
“impudence” and warned Brown he 
would find a way to get the informa- 
tion he is after. 

Blanton mentioned the names of 
six men he had extracted information 
from, and the title of each man was 
preceded by an omnious “former.” 
Among the six were former Commis- 
sioners Fenning and Rudolph and for- 
mer Director of the Veterans Bureau, 
Col. Charles R. Forbes. 

In his letter to Brown two weeks ago, 
Blanton asked him for the names and 
salaries of the officials and employes 
of the Efficiency Bureau. He wanted 
this information for an investigation 
he is making designed to bring akout 
the abolition of the bureau. 


Bureau Called Worthless. 


When Brown failed to supply the 
information, Blanton wrote him an- 
other letter. He characterized Brown’s 
bureau as being inefficient and worth- 
less, and demanded that Brown explain 
a report that he had worked on the 
side for the Du Pont interegts of Wilm- 
ington, Del. Brown characterized Blan- 
ton’s letter as a “bit of impudence,” 
and announced he would ignore it. 

Blanton’s letter yestercay follows, in 
part: 

“The press quotes you as saying that 
you will ignore my letters, and not give 
me the information I requested. This 
convinces me more than ever that your 
bureau should be abolished. 

“The people elect congressmen who 
are to determine whether there shall 
be a Bureau of Efficiency, how many 
employes it shall have, what salaries 
they draw and what work they shall 
perform, and the people expect their 
congressmen to be intimately and 
thoroughly informed when casting 
such votes.” 

He reminded Brown of iis failure 
to supply information about his office, 
cited Brown’s remark that the last 
letter was impudent, and declared the 
people and Congress would decide who 
had been impudent. 

“It makes me suspicious,” continued 
Blanton, “when the chief of that bu- 
reau, in response to my request for 
pertinent information, says that I am 
guilty of. impudence in asking for the 
same. | 

Forbes’ “tefusal Recalled. 


“When I requested of former director 
of the Veterans 3ureau, Col. Charles 
R. Forbes, pertinent information, he 
likewise said that my request was im- 
pudence, and that he would ignore it 
and not furnish the information. 

“When I requested Mr. Miller, former 
commissioner of insurance, to give me 
some pertinent information, he like- 
wise said that my request was im- 
pudence and that he would ignore it 
and refused to furnish the information. 

“When I requested pertinent infor- 
mation from Capt. McMorris, former 
superintendent of park police, he like- 
wise said that my request was impu- 
dence and that ke would ignore it and 
not furnish the information. 

“When I requested pertinent. infor- 
mation from Col. Clarence O. Sherrill, 
he likewise said that my request was 
impudence and that he would ignore 
it and not furnish the information. 

“But I found other ways of getting 
all such information before the above 
Officials ceased doing business for the 
Government. 

“You will doubtless remember that 
when I requested pertinent information 
from Commissioner Frederick A. Fen- 
ning, he likewise said that my request 
was impudence and that he would 
ignore it and not furnish the informa- 
tion. But the information was pro- 
cured. 

Refurs to Rudolph Case. 


“When I requested pertinent infor- 
mation from Commissioner Rudolph 
respecting the contracts his firm had 
With the District and the income of 
certain hotels, in which he was at least 
indirectly interested, received from the 
taxi monopoly and the use by him of a 
$2,100 fireman to chauffeur for, his 
wife, he likewise accused me of im- 
pudence and attempted to ignore my 
request and not furnish the informa- 
tion, but the information did come be- 
fore he resigned. 

“And as a representative of the peo-, 
ple, it is very likely that I shall find 
some means of securing the desired in- 
formation respecting the number of 
employes and the salaries drawn in the 
Bureau of Efficiency.” 


Hines Warns of Extra Work. 


In connection with the report that 
Mr. Brown had worked on the side for 
the Du Pont interests, and his expla- 
nation that what he did after govern- 
hours was his own business, a general 
order issued by Director of the Veterans 
Bureau, Frank T. Hines, yesterday at- 
tracted more than ordinary attention. 

Gen, Hines said in his order that it Is 
not expected that officials and em- 
Pployes of the Veterans Bureau “shall 
make such-drafts upon their energies 
through outside practice or other occu- 
pation as to lower their efficiency as 
employes of the Veterans’ Bureau.” 

Whenever an employe, through out- 
side work, become so inefficient as to 
become undesirable, Gen. Hines warned, 
he will be separated from the service.

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APPROVES NEW BILL 
ON BUILDING HEIGHT 


Arts Body Given Control Over 
Plans of Structures Near 
Public Grounds. 


FEATURES OUTLINED 
BY GRANT AT MEETING 


Extension of Maryland Ave- 
nue to District Line Indorsed; 
Widenings Are Urged. 


A new bill drawn by the National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission, 
affecting the height, construction and 
exterior design of private buildings 
within 200 feet of a public building or 
park, and giving authority to the Fine 
Arts Commission to pass finally on the 
plans, was approved yesterday at a 
luncheon meeting at the Cosmos Club 
of the committee on public and private 
buildings of the Board of Trade. 

The proposed bill was offered as a 
substitute to the former one proposed, 
limiting the height of buildings within 
200 feet of a public building or park 
to 40 feet. No height limit is proposed 
in the new bill, but the Fine Arts 
Commission would be given authority 
to regulate height and design of struc- 
tures, in keeping with the surroundings 
of public property, so as not to detract 
from their beauty, and subject to exist- 
ing zoning regulations. 

The planning commission will be 
asked to publish a“list of general re- 
quirements for new structures adjacent 
to public buildings and parks. Those 
who spoke at the meeting were Lieut. 
Col. U. S. Grant 3d, executive officer 
of the National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission, who outlined some 
of the features of the bill; Fred Coldren, 
general counsel for the commission; 
Capt. Whitehurst, assistant. to the 
Engineer Commissioner, and Melvin 
Hazen, District surveyor. 


Seek Facts on New Building. 


Robert. Beresford, chairman of the 
committee, was authorized to gather 
full facts and data on the proposed two- 
story building to be erected at the 
northeast corner of Fourteenth and E 
streets. northwest by the United Cigar 
Stores Co. of America. 

Indorsement of the plan to have 
Maryland avenue extended from Fif- 
teenth street northeast to the District 
line to connect with the Defense high- 
way, in accordance with the plans of 
the Park and Planning Commission. 
affording another inlet to the city, was 
given by the committee on streets and 
avenues. 

Robert Howard, who has been work- 
ing with W. C. and A. N. Miller to effect 
the extension, outlined the proposed 
route. This would take in Oklahoma 
avenue and go east of the National 
Training School for Boys, connecting 
with the new highway at the border. 

Widening and resurfacing of Fif- 
teenth street northwest from W to 
Euclid streets and eliminating the side- 
walk on the west side of the street 
paralleling Meridian Park was also in- 
dorsed. Horace Peaslee, the architect, 
explained that walkways had been pro- 
vided on that side of Fifteenth street 
through the park, and there was no 
need for a sidewalk there. 


Want 17th Street Extended. 

An appeal will be made to the Engi- 
neer Commissioner to extend Seven- 
teenth street north into the Piney 
Branch valley entrance of Rock Creek 
Park, west of the Tiger Bridge. 

A committee will be appointed to ap- 
pear before the District Commissioners, 
Senate and House District committees 
to urge immediate extension of Four- 
teenth street north thréugh Walter 
Reed Hospital. A letter will be written 
the Commissioners asking for the re- 
surfacing of Twelfth street southwest 
irom the Pennsylvania Railroad tracks 
to B street. The committee also ap- 
proved the extension of New Hampshire 
and Rhode Island avenues to the Dis- 
trict line, and the removal of the com- 
fort station at Fifteenth and H streets 
northeast, which was cited as a menace 
.to traffic, being at the eastern end of 
Maryland avenue. 

The Planning Commission will be 
asked to submit a plan for widening 
Eighteenth street and Columbia road 
northwest. It was pointed out that 
the sidewalk at this corner has a width 
of from 24 to 30 feet, while the street 
from the curbline to the car tracks is 
only 16 feet.

Twelfth Infantry Forced Back 
But Succeeds in Protecting - 
Camp Meade, 


REAL BATTLE DUE TODAY 


A summary of yesterday’s maneuvers 
of Third Corps Area troops from here 


and elsewhere, engaged in the defense 
of Balitmore, in the vicinity of Fort 
Meade, Md., showed the advance body 
of the “gnemy” succeeded in crossing 
the Little Patuxent River after a 
skirmish with the Twelfth Infantry 
from Forts Washington and Howard, 
Mad.

NAVY DAY. 


On this day every year the people of 
the United States are asked to turn their 
attention to the Navy. Patriotic organi- 
zations in many States meet to celebrate 
the glorious achievements of the Navy 
from the days of John Paul Jones to the 
present hour. The people are proud of 
their sea history and their sea defenders. 

One of the most important duties of 
the Seventieth Congress is to provide for 
the increase of the Navy up to the point 
required for adequate national defense. 
The Geneva Conference revealed two out- 
standing facts: First, that the United 
States Navy is inferior in strength to 
one, and perhaps two, foreign navies ; and 
second, that at least one foreign power 
has refused to place a limit upon naval 
expansion, and is now building a navy 
greatly superior to the United States 
Navy. 

President Coolidge did not indulge in 
pacifist idealism when he asked the prin- 
cipal naval powers to confer for the 
purpose of placing a limit upon naval con- 
struction. He took this step for the 
purpose of avoiding the dangers of war. 
In his message to Congress, dated Febru- 
ary 10, 1927, transmitting the text of 
his invitation to the powers, he said: 

The American Government and 
people are convinced that competi- 
tive armaments constitute one of the 

~“nost dangerous contributing causes 
of international suspicion and dis- 
cord and are calculated eventually to 
lead to war. 

The refusal of foreign powers to agree 
to the application of the 5-5-3 ratio to 
cruisers and other auxiliary vessels broke 
up the Geneva Conference. Americans 
learned to their great regret that they 
need not expect cooperation from foreign 
powers for the elimination of dangerous 
causes of international suspicion and dis- 
cord if such cooperation involved sacrifice 
of naval strength. The Geneva Confer- 
ence drove into the minds of Americans 
the portentous fact that the United 
States is the only great naval power that 
has sacrificed ships in the cause of inter- 
national good will. 

While Americans are opposed to naval 
expansion merely for the sake of compet- 
ing with other nations, they are now 
convinced that naval expansion is neces- 
sary for the national security. They 
realize, also, that the expansion of foreign 
naval strength affects the United States 
and must be taken into consideration in 
preparing the program providing more 
adequate naval defense. 

The United States.is entitled to an ab- 
solutely free field for its foreign com- 
merce. When foreign powers are at war, 
the United States has a right to remain 
neutral and to carry on neutral commerce 
without interference. It must have a 
navy sufficiently strong to enforce its 
neutral rights. Its flag becomes a de- 
spised rag if its people do not keep it 
inviolable upon every sea. Up to this 
time the United States has maintained 
its rights upon the sea, but sometimes it 
has done so at the expense of heroic 
lives that would not have been sacrificed 
if American guns had been sufficient to 
protect American rights. As-American 
interests expand throughout the world 
the need of adequate naval strength 
grows also. It is shameful when the 
Stars and Stripes is kept afloat by the 
sacrifice of patriotic blood, fighting with 
inadequate means but indomitable spirit. 

About 32 per cent of American com- 
merce is ca 
United States pays commercial tribute to 
foreign nations for the privilege of doing 
business on the high seas. Hundreds of 
millions are sent abroad annually to for- 
eign ship owners and insurance agents. 

- An incessant and merciless commercial 
warfare is waged against the United 
——— for the purpose of aerate it 
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ed in American ships. The 
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admirably adapted to auxiliary service 
with its navy in'time of war. Britain 
has a well-organized naval reserve in its 
merchant marine pefsonnel. The United 
States has nothing of the kind. The 
British Empire’s navy is served by naval 
bases scattered over the world, notably 
in the Caribbean Sea, along the trade 
route between the Atlantic Coast and the 
Panama Canal. War between Great 
Britain and other foreign powers, under 
modern conditions, would either compel 
the United States to enter the war on one 


{ side or the other, or see its neutral com- 


merce swept away. 

The peace and safety of the United 
States depend upon the construction and 
maintenance of an adequate navy. The 
duty of providing such a navy is the fore- 
most task that confronts Congress, so far 
as foreignrelations are concerned. The 
failuré of the\Geneva Conference sounds 
a solemn warning to Americans. Their 
safety, their commerce, and their peace 
must be secured by themselves alone. 


SENATOR CURTIS A CANDIDATE. 


Senator Charles Curtis, of Kansas, is a 
candidate for the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation. His letter to the secretary of the 
Curtis-for-President Club of Kansas is not an 
intimation but a declaration. The Senate 
majority leader emphasizes the fact that he 
does not desire to be the subject of a “‘favorite 
son” gesture, nor will he be a “‘stalking horse’”’ 
for some other candidate. His ambitions are 
undisguised. He is the first avowed aspirant 
for the place now held by President Coolidge. 

Great importance attaches to Senator Cur- 
tis’ announcement. He stated, prior to Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s withdrawal, with the same 
directness that he now uses, that he would 
not permit his name to be used in connection 
with the nomination so long as there was a 
possibility that Mr. Coolidge would seek re- 
election. Although he has never made capital 
of the fact, Senator Curtis has had better op- 
portunity to know the President’s mind than 
the majority of men in public life. He would 
not have entered the lists for the Republican 
nomination had there been any doubt in his 
own mind as to the finality of the President’s 
determination to withdraw from the race. 
Senator Curtis believes that Mr. Coolidge does 
not want and will not accept the nomination. 
His own candidacy is predicated upon that 
belief, 

The entry of Senator Curtis into the presi- 
dential race is accompanied by no platform. 
His appeal will be made, it is said, on his rec- 
ord in public office. His period of service 
began when he was only 24 years old and 
has been virtually continuous since that time. 
His career in national politics covers a period 
of 37 years. Few men can have greater claim 
to reward for party devotion. Senator Curtis 
has served the Nation and his constituency 
faithfully. If the Republican party should de- 
cide to turn to the Midwest for a candidate, 
Senator Curtis’ availability from every stand- 
point would be quickly evident. 


ANOTHER INSUBORDINATE. 


If frankness on questions of national defense 
constitutes heresy and insubordination, what 
term can fittingly describe the words of Han- 
ford MacNider, Assistant Secretary of War, in 
his address before the National Association of 
Manufacturers? The Nation lacks muniticns 
for any war period longer than three months, 
according to Mr. MacNider, who is confirmed 
by an anonymous authority in the War Depart- 
ment. It would take from six to nine months 
after hostilities began to obtain quantity pro- 
duction, during which interval, Mr. MacNider 
said, America would have a “helpless army.” 
“Do you want your sons called to the colors 
with any such situation confronting them and 
the Nation they will be expected to protect?” 
he asked. 

Plain speaking such as this requires that 
the author shall be recalled to Washington. 
The Secretary of War can not condone such 
bluntness in a subordinate. Information in 
matters military must not be given to the 
general public. The enormity of the present 
and latest offense may be realized when it is 
revealed that it would take from $90,000,000 
to $100,000,000, in addition to the amount 
needed for annua! replacements, to bring the 
munitions reserve of the Nation up to the 
necessary standard. 

Secretary Davis should emulate Secretary 
Wilbur in promptly squelching insubordina- 
tion. “It is not customary nor desirable to 
state the reasons for the administrative assign- 
ment of officers,” said Secretary Wilbur yester- 
day in connection with the summons given 
Rear Admiral Magruder. Washington is in 
the ‘‘quiet zone,” whether the question at issue 
be politics or the national defense. If Assis- 
tant Secretary MacNider has any information 
of value to the Army, he knows where to de- 
liver it. His action in making information 
public is rank insubordination, lese majeste, 
and prejudicial té the national safety by dis- 
closing secrets to forefgn military attaches and 
foreign war ministers. If he had kept still, 
the world might not have known, that the 
United States Army has no ammunition. Now 
there is no telling what may happen. 

Do your duty, Secretary Davis!

GRADE CROSSING ACCIDENTS. 


Automobile fatalities averaged nearly six 
every day at grade crossings and fifteen others 
were injured during each 24 hours of the six 
months that ended on June 380, according to 
the figures compiled by the American Railway 
Association. This was a reduction of 3 in 
the number killed, and 209 in the number in- 
jured as compared with ” apt ox months 
of 1926. F 

In the face of the tntteade in the number

to guard their crossings the number of acci- 
dents—2,561 in the first six months of 1927— 
is appallingly large. 
The Railway Association points out that it 
is only through the cooperation of the public 
that the railroads can bring about a reduction 
in the number of such accidents, particularly 
in view of the fact that complete elimination 
of highway grade crossings is physically and 
financially impossible. 
‘cial cost of such a program of elimination, if 
undertaken in every State, can be gathered from 
the fact that New York State has already pro- 
vided a bond issue of $300,000,000 to aid in 
the plan to abolish grade crossings. The cost 
to the railroads will be about the same amount, 
and in addition the counties and townships are 
called upon to bear their share. To eliminate 
every grade crossing in the United States would 
involve an expenditure of something like $20,- 
000,000,000, and at least 20 years would be 
required in which to do the work. ? 


A WAY TO SAVE LIFE. 


The American Child Health Association 
claims that diphtheria could be completely 
eradicated from the United States by 1930 if 
the country at large would adopt the immuni- 
zation methods that have been employed with 
marked success in several test communities. 
Experiments in Auburn, N,. Y., where parental 
permission was obtained for the inoculation of 
every child, resulted in three years’ immunity 
from deaths by this malady. Youngstown, 
Ohio, through immunization cut its diphtheria 
death rate from 18.5 per 100,000 to .6 per 
100,000, and other smaller communities ac- 
complished the same end. The association is 
now working in New York City, where thou- 
sands of children have been inoculated with 
toxin antitoxin and taught the rules of clean- 
liness. 

Spreading the doctrine of disease immuni- 
zation is not an easy task. A large portion of 
the public is fearful of the consequences of 
the process. Even today, despite the wonder- 
ful record made in the control of smallpox 
through vaccination, antivaccinationists are to 
be found vociferously championing their cause. 
An exactly similar situation exists in regard to 
immunization. Although it has been proved 
that diphtheria, typhoid and other dreaded 
diseases can be controlled through the process, 
thousands still oppose it and lead others into 
opposition, 

There is nothing to fear in immunization, 
properly administered, and everything to be 
gained. Citizens of Auburn realize this as do 
those of every community in which immuni- 
zation has been granted a fair trial. Whether 
or not the estimat& of the association that 
diphtheria could be wiped out by 1930 through 
widespread immunization is absolutely accu- 


rrate, the process should be put to greater use 


forthwith, so that lives which otherwise might 
be sacrificed to disease will be saved. 


GENERAL MOTORS. 

The General Motors Corporation, by virtue 
of the record it has made for the third quarter 
of the year, ioday stanas at the head of al] 
American industry if earning capacity is used 
as the yardstick. Its net income for the first 
nine months of the year, amounting to more 
than $193,000,000, broke all previous records 
for any similar period and exceeded the total 
net earnings for the entire year 1926. For 
the third quarter it earned in excess of $64,- 
200,000 net, a gain of approximately $8,500,- 
000 as compared with the same period of last 
year, 

General Motors’ nearest rival is the United 
States Steel Corporation, which reported net 
earnings for the first nine months of the year 
of slightly more than $74,000,000, and for the 
third quarter of approximately $41,000,000. 
United States Steel earnings for the third quar- 
ter were equivalent to $2.15 per share of com- 
mon stock, and those of General Motors 
equaled $3.57 per share. 

It is interesting to note that automobile reg- 
istration in the United States, according to 
Government statistics, increased some 7 per 
cent during the first six months of 1927 as 
compared with the similar period of last year. 
The total number of vehicles registered came 
to almost 21,000,000. General Motors sold 
during the first nine months of the year more 
than 1,316,000 vehicles, of which sume 433,- 
000 were sold during the third quarter. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
record made by General Motors will be con- 


tinued, for there is no indication as yet that’ 


the mythical saturation point, so frequently 
discussed, has even been approached. Auto- 
mobile registrations have been increasing, and 
so long as prosperity continues, will continue 
to increase. America has become a nation on 
wheels. The General Motors report reflects 
accurately the entire industry. 

In the meantime, work on the new Ford car 
is being rushed. Before the year is out, Henry 
Ford will again have become actively engaged 
in manufacturing and merchandising vehicles. 
Possibly his return to the field will affect the 
business of General Motors, although those 
close to the situation contend that there is a 
wide market for both companies, with plenty 
of room within the field for both. General 
Motors probably will continue to market more 
than 1,000,000 cars a year. “Ford should ap- 
proximate that production figure in short or- 
der. Add to the product of these two manu- 
facturers that of the independents, and one can 
not help wondering how the American people 
can assimilate so many automobiles annually.

Mysterious Memorandum by 
Reparations Agent Up in 
Executive Session. 


MEETING OBLIGATIONS 
PROMISED BY KOEHLER 


Foreign Office Sees Danger to. 


Reich Unless Text Can Be 
Published Soon. 


Berlin, Oct. 26 (A.P.).—A mysterious 


memorandum from S. Parker Gilbert, 
agent general for reparations, to the 
German government received an airing 
today at a secret session of the Reich- 
stag’s budget commissioner after Fi- 
nance Minister Koehler had made a 


public report on the Reich’s finances | 


to the committee. 

After predicting in an open meeting 
of the committee that the Dawes plan 
would not be endangered by rising 
governmental expenses Dr. Koehler 
asked the committee to go into execu- 
tive session before he went into the 
matter of Mr. Gilbert’s note, which 
has aroused widespread comment and 
speculatio:1 as to its nature. Dr. Koeh- 
ler, however, is understood to have re- 
frained from reveaiing the entire note 
even in the secret session. 

In the open session Dr. Koehler told 
the legislators that the German eco- 
nomic ascendancy which was one of 
the manifestations ‘of 1927 had brought 
about an increase of federal revenues 
and reduction of expenses. He pre- 
dicted that taxes and duties will in 
all probability produce a surplus of 
300,000,000 marks, while pruning of 
administrative expenses may yield an- 
other 200,000,000. 


Will Fulfill Obligations. 


Dr. Koehler reiterated that the Gov- 
ernment was determined to fulfill its 
obligations under the Dawes plan, al- 
though he hopes its enforcement would 
always be carried out with due cogni- 
zance of Germany’s economic progress. 

After his report there were no objec- 
tions when he asked for the doors to be 
closed for discussion of the Gilbert 
memorandum. Even Government offi- 
cials were asked to leave the room. Re- 
ports which leaked out after the closed 
session, however, were that the com- 
plete contents of the elusive document 
were not revealed even in the star 
chamber. 

In some quarters it was said that the 
note was simply an amplification of 
Mr. Gilbert’s warning of last June as 
to the effect increasing expenses might 
have on the Dawes plan, and that, be- 
yond showing a greater degree of frank- 
ness, there is nothing in the note to 
justify the tempest it aroused. 

One effect of the political commotion 
is a request of the Hanseatic League 
for a “financial dictator’ who shall be 
endowed with great power and per- 
mitted to participate in cabinet meet- 
ings and Reichstag sessions. 


Gilbert Keeping Aloof. 


Gilbert is keeping himself aloof from 
ie 
declines to discuss the memorandum, 
although he intimated that it does not 
concern any government bills before 
the Reichstag, nor docs it warrant par- 
tisan charges that he is interfering in 
the nation’s politics. 

He indicated that the note discusses 
with complete objectivity issues affect- 
ing German finances in relation to fu- 
ture operations of the Dawes plan and 
epitomizes the trend of numerous oral 
discussions between the reparations 
agent and the minister of finance. 

At the foreign office it was said that 
speedy publication of the Gilbert com- 
munication would be welcomed, as it is 
believed the prevailing secrecy is in-

BY CURTISS PLANT 


Three Rotating Wings Above 
the Fuselage Propelled by 
35-Horsepower Motors. 


AUXILIARY FOR VESSELS 
AND AIR MAIL, IT IS SAID 
Forward Motion of Only 50 to 
70 Miles an Hour at the 
Start Is Promised. 


Garden City, N. Y. Oct. 26 (A.P.).— 
Construction of a “vertically rising air- 
plane” of revolutionary design has been 
authorized by the board of directors of 
the Curtiss Aeroplane & Motor Co., it 
was announced today. 

Successful wind-tunnel tests of the 
machine have been made, it was Said, 
at the company’s experimental labora- 
tory here. Construction of the new 
type plane was estimated to cost $75,- 
000. 

The. new plane, which embodies some 
of the principles of the auto-gyro, is 
the invéntion of: M. B. Bleecker, 24 
years old, who said the idea came to 
him while he was a student in the aero- 
nautical department of the egies 
of Michigan. 

While accomplishing successfully the 
single objectice for which years of ex- 
perimentation have been spent on the 
heliocopter, the new model does not 
fall in this classification. Company offi- 
cials declare it is outside of all previous 
classificationt of aircraft and have 
called the. new design a “perfectly ris- 
ing airplane.” 

Three Wings on Standard Type. 


The wind-tunnel model has four 
wings, but the plane construction will 
be more simplified and the standard 
type will have three wings. These wings 
are on a horizontal plane and rotate 
at a speed of 120 to 125 revolutions a 
minute above the fuselage each pro- 
pelled by 35-horsepower motors. 

The flight is accomplished by tipping 
the plane forward at an angle so that 
full use may be made of the climbing 
facilities of the wing devices. There 
will be no propeller in the nose of the 
plane. Propellers will be placed in the 
wing motors half way out on the land- 
ing edge, assuring, company officials 
said, an absolutely vertical flight. 

While the ability of the model to 
climb is said to be startlingly revolu- 
tionary, in forward flight, the wind- 
tunnel data shows, the new model will 
be extremely slow. A forward speed of 
from only 50 to 75 miles an hour was 
promised. 

However, this should prove no de- 
terrent to its immediate application 
to commercial and military purposes, 
Officials said. It would be a solution 
to the use of an auxiliary aircraft on 
battleships which now use the compli- 
cated machinery of catapulzs. 

It will also be employed as an auxili- 
ary for commercial transportation in 
the air mail service, supplementing the 
regular service which now is forced to 
depend on the combination of auto 
trucks and trains.

NEW MOTOR UTILIZES 
PRINGIPLE OF ROGKET 


Airplane and Marine Engine, 
in Shape of Bottle, Emits 
Exploding Gases. 


ANNOUNCED BY ATWOOD 


Springfield, Mass., Oct. 26 (A.P.).— 
The success of tests of a new internal 
combustion airplane and marine motor, 
utilizing a new principle, was an- 
nounced tonight by Harry N. Atwood. 
of Monson, Mass., former famous avi- 
ator. It is said to develop power with- 
out the use of a propeller, by exhaust- 
into the atmos- 
phere or water, thus driving itself for- 
ward much as a rocket does. 

Mr. Atwood asserts that the first 
model which was made and tested in 
Philadelphia weighed 4.8 pounds and 
developed 3.8 horsepower. Larger en- 
gines, he says, will reduce the ratio 
to less than 1 pound per horsepower, 
less than one-half of existing standard 
airplane motors. The new engine is 
shaped like a bottle and all of its 
mechanism is inside. 

The engine will solve the problem 
of a light compact motor for multi- 
engined planes, Mr. Atwood says. Some 
months ago he issued a statement say- 
ing that Multiengines were necessary 
for transatlantic flights and announc- 
ing that he was going to devote him- 
self to the problem of the ocean liners.

Rushed to Shoal Water.

With amazing speed the seamen had 
out their boats and soon were taking 
off the passengers of the liner and 
picking up those already in small boats 
in the.sea.

A compromisa satisfactory to Euro-

Under the compromise, all European 
countries will be permitted, for one 
year after ratification of the convention, 
to broadcast on frequencies between 
1500 and 1,340 meters. The earlier 
agreement had confined broadcasting 
to the wave lengths between 1,500 and 
1,875 and between 230 and 545 meters, 
but under the new arrangement for- 
eign stations now operating on other 
frequencies will be allowed to continue. 

The compromise is subject to ratifi- 
cation by the full committee and the 
conference, but it was expected that 
would follow without objection. 

Considerable discussion of the vot- 
ing strength of the many delegations 
developed, following action of Tuesday 
in according Germany 6 votes, giving 
her equal power with other nations 
with numerous colonies. Japan, with 
2 votes, compared with the maximum 
of 6 held by several other powers, 
served notice that in the future she 
will require voting parity.

Varney, respectively, chairmen of the 
committees from the Arlington Coun- 


ty Civic Federation and the Chamber 
of Commerce, following the failure of 
the Board of Supervisors to adopt the 
signboard ordinance, last night circu- 
larized the county, putting the fight 
up to the voters to put into office a 
board that will support such an ordli- 
nance. 

“The representatives of the federa- 
tion and Chamber of Commerce have 
done all that they can do, the rest is 
up to the people themselves,” the cir- 
cular says. “If they are satisfied with 
the situation, well and good. If not, 
they have a remedy at the polls on 
election day, Nov. 8.” 

The circular sets forth that the Board 
of Supervisors at its meeting, by a 
2-to-1 vote, decided to table the pro- 
posed ordinance, but later agreed to 
publish it as coming up for future 


consideration. At the outset W. I. In- 
gram, member of the board from Ar- 
lington District, urged its immediate 
passage. 

“It is very apparent that there was 
no intention of passing the ordinance,” 
the circular continues. “Thus it would 
seem that if the present board is con- 
tinued, no relief from the present con- 
dition can be hoped for for four years, 
and by that time the conditions of the 
entrances to Arlington’ County will be 
beyond redemption.” 

The ordinance proposes an annual 
tax of 20 cents a square foot on adver- 
tising signboards erected in the county, 
exempting those erected by merchants 
and others who are engaged in busi- 
ness in the county. 

Regarding this feature the circular 
states: ‘‘While the citizens of Arling- 
ton County are being taxed from every 
angle, even upon their watches and 
other real and personal belongings, the 
signboard companies, many of them 
foreign corporations, are plastering our 
highways with signboards, yielding 
very large returns and paying no reve- 
nue to the county. 

“It is believed that it is unfair to 
the taxpayers of Arlington County that 
@ great revenue-producing industry 
should be left free of taxation while 
the home owner is taxed, and that the 
present condition of the entrances into 
Arlington County is affecting the ad- 
vance of the county and depressing 
property values here.”

FINE GLOSS NEEDED. 
FOR RARE PERFUMES 


Expensive Bottles, Parisian 
Manufacturers Say, Are 
Not Mere Luxury. 


Paris, Oct. 26 (A.P.).—French makers 
of cosmetics are meeting the complaints 


against the high cost of powders and 
perfumes with several explanations. 

Good crystal bottles are essential for 
the preservation of the most delicate 
perfumes, says Lucien Lelong, Parisian 
dressmaker and perfumer. 

“Perfumes,” he explains, “‘unlike the 
flowers from which they come, can not 
thrive in contact with air. They re- 
quire the protection of fine glass, and 
they soon sicken and lose _ their 
strength if kept in cheap bottles of 
porous glass.” 

The uninitiate often accuse  per- 
fumers of adding too much cost to per- 
fumes by expensive bottles, he says. 
But the bottle is made of the best ma- 
terials for practical as well as esthetic 
reasons. 

Ordinary face powder is sifted by ma- 
chines, but the ultra de luxe product 
that Parisian specialists put on the 
market at top prices is run through 
horsehair sieves and then pressed two 
or three times through sheets of silk. 
This is the explanation one dealer gives 
of his costly powder, which, he claims 
is perfected entirely by hand.

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NEGROES URGED TO TEST 
SEEAECATION OF RACES 


Dean of Howard Advises That 


to Supreme Court. 


TALKS ON EQUAL RIGHTS 


Dean Kelly Miller, of Howard Univer- 
sity, was the principal speaker at the 
convention of the Equal Rights League, 
whose sessions were held last night in 
the Florida Avenue Baptist Church, ap- 
proximately 500 attending, to hear a 
treatment of “Legal Aspects of Race 
Discrimination and Race Distinction.” 
Noticeable among the audience was the 
large number of negro government em- 
ployes who took out membership in the 
league convention. 

Stating his belief that the question 
of separate schools for the races had 
never been ‘placed squarely before the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
Dean Miller suggested league activity in 
presenting such a case to test the right 
of a State to set up separate schools 
for white and nonwhite races. He also 
gave as his opinion that no case in- 
volving “jim-crow” car legislation by 
States had ever been placed squarely 
before the Supreme Court so that a 
question of discrimination rather than 
of distinction could be acted upon. 

Admitting no legal discriminations 
against the negro exist on the face of 
the Constitution of any Southefn State 
since the “grandfather clause” nullifi- 
cation, Dean Miller urged the Equal 
Rights League to present to the Su- 
preme Court a case of racial discrimina- 
tion at the pclils as contrasted with 
cases of racial distinction presented in 
the past. 

“Tne franchise in the South,” he 
said, “rests with the people of the 
South, white and black. The national 
government has done, at this time, all 
that it can do to give the negro the 
vote. It is now up to the negro in 
the South to have the courage to exer- 
cise his suffrage. Where discrimina- 
tion occurs, the Supreme Court is 
morally bound to take up every case 
and set it right.” 

Attention of the league was called 
to” the imminence of nationalization 
of an anti-miscegenation law by rea- 
son of a eugenics biil introduced in 
Congress by Senator Capper, of Kansas. 
Property segregation cases coming up 
to the Supreme Court from the States, 
Dean Miller pointed out, could be 
brought from all parts of the country, 
North and West as well as South. 

Referring to the eighteenth amend- 
ment, the speaker urged its enforce- 
ment. by the negro who desired en- 
forcement of the war amendments in 
his behalf. 

Other speakers were Dr. George Fra- 
zier Miller, the Rev. W. A. Taylor, 
Thomas L.. Johnson, the Rev. H. B. 
Taylor and William Monroe Trotter.

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NICARAGUAN CIMDINATES 


Reiterates United States Will 
Not Influence Election 
of-President. 


TO MEET GEN. MONCADA 


(Associated Press.) 

Secretary Kellogg yesterday formally 
reiterated the declaration that the 
Washington Government did not in- 
tend to select any candidate for the 
presidency of Nicaragua or to influence 
the election next January in behalf of 
any person. 

The statement was made in cennec- 
tion with the visit to Washington of 
Gen. Jose Moncada; formerly com- 
mander in chief of the Liberal forces 
in Nicaragua. It was said at the De- 
partment of State that Mr. Kellogg had 


expected to see Gen. Moncada in the 
course of his visit here, although no 
engagement had been made. 

In any event, Mr. Kellogg’s statement 
made it clear, that the question of 
Moncada’s eligibility for the Nicara- 
guan presidency had never been raised, 
so far as he knew, nor has the Wash- 
ington Government any knowledge that 
Moncada is disqualified either under 
the Nicaraguan constitution or under 
the terms of the Central American 
treaty. 

Gen. Moncada, who . arrived. here 
Monday, yesterday denied he had come 
to the United States to seek adminis- 
tration approval of his candidacy and 
said he was here for his health and in 
the general interest of his country. 

“As I have said before, the United 
States is not going to select any candi- 
date for president of Nicaragua, either 
conservative or liberal,” Mr. Kellogg’s 
statement said. ‘‘Neither is the United 
States going to back or use its influence 
for the election of any partciular per- 
son. 

“The United States is going to do its 
best to see that there is a fair, open 
and free election where everybody who 
is entitled to vote has an opportunity 
to do so. This has been made per- 
fectly plain.”

EAR VIOLA PARIS:—Can you 
advise me how to make my neck 
round and firm? M. K. 

Answer—Sinc> you say that your 
neck is flabby rather than thin, you 
should exercise and massage it to build 
up the tissues that havé become Soft. 
Do those exercises with the shoulders 
and head that bring all the muscles 
of the neck into play. Rub warmed 
cocoa butter or lanolin on the neck, 
massaging it with a gently downward 
movement from chin to base of neck. 
Then pat the neck quickly with the 
finger tips. Deep breathing exercises 
are also excellent helps. 


Dear Viola Paris:—Will you please 
tell me what to do about my legs? 
They have a nice shape, but just above 
the knees they get thinner. Also 
would a lemon rinse after washing 
dye my hair, which is light brown in 
color? MILDRED. 

Answer—It is natural for the legs 
to be a little thin above the knees, 
but perhaps yours are too thin. You 
might enlarge them somewhat by fol- 
lowing these exercises: 

1. Lie flat on your back and raise 
your legs. Make the movement of a 
bicycle rider; or, raise your legs as be- 
fore, drawing your kneés down to your 
chest, ten times, alternately with the 
right and: left leg. . 

2. Sit upright and stretch the legs 
as far apart as possible. Bending from 
the hips, touch the head first to the 
right knee, then to the left. 

No, a lemon rinse would not alter 
the color of your hair, but I see no 
special reason for your using it. Unless 
the water is extremely hard, a lemon 
rinse has a way of making the hair 
too soft and slippery. 


Dear Viola Paris:—Will you be so 
kind as to give me an exercise to re- 
duce my face?

Answer—A round full face is a sign 
of youth—something we are all con- 
tinually striving for.

| How TO KEEP WELL | 


HEART DISEASE IS “PRICE WE PAY.” 


HEN we read of the i creas- 
W ing prevalence of heart disease 
we should remember that the 
responsibility rests with the men of 


another generation. It is a part of the 
price we are paying for what Don Seitz 


| has termed “The Dreadful Decade.” 


The great increase in heart disease is 
in people 65 years old and older. Most 
of these people are now having heart 
disease because they had rheumatism 
back yonder about 1875, when some- 
where about 10 years of age. 

The very peak of the increase is 
among persons 80 years old and over, 
and in their heart disease they are 
reaping the results of rheumatism and 
other diseases suffered on the Rappa- 


hannock River, and in camps elsewhere | 


during the Oivil War. 


Some New York City figures show 
that heart disease in children under 10 
years of age is decreasing. These fig- 
ures are in accord with British fig- 
ures, though they are contradicted by 


reports from Chicago. These New York 
figures snow no particular increase in 
heart disease until we reach the group 
of people who are 40-45 years old. Most 
of the people in that group had rheu- 
matism, chorea, growing pains, scarlet 
fever and other infections about 1890. 
These infections headed them for the 
heart disease which ngw disables them. 
The great bulk of the heart disease of 
today is the result of neglect of health, 
which we were guilty of prior to 1890. 

Dr. Wyckoff writes that of one group 
of 1,000 people with heart disease, 430 
had crippled hearts following in the 
wake of rheumatism; 220 had harden- 
ing of the arteries; 90 attributed their 
heart disease to syphillis; 260 belonged 
in a mixed group not s0 easily placed. 
Doubtless some of these had heart dis- 
ease resulting from scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, typhoid fever and pneumonia. 
Too much tobacco was doubtless the 
cause of the undoing of some. 


In another group of 8695 people, all 
with advanced heart disease, 280 had 
hardening of the arteries, 189 had thhad 
rheumatism, 70 had had spyhillis and 
139 were in the miscellaneous group. 


If we would avoid heart disease our 
parents must start with us in our 
childhood. They must see to it that 
we are kept away from people capable 
of infecting us with scarlet fever and 
other diseases. They must look after 
our teeth and tonsils. They must not 
neglect our growing pains and our mild 
attacks of rheumatism. As we grow 
into adult life we must protect our- 
selves against rheumatism, sore throat, 
typhoid fever and pneumonia. We 
must keep our teeth and tonsils in 
order. And, if we do all these things, 
some 40 to 60 years from now we will 
find ourselves enjoying a healthy old 
age, free from heart disease, and the 
record keeper will check up another 
victory in the fight against preventable 


disorders.

Today we will 
consider Nos. 5 and 6. 


No. 5..South one heart, West double, 
North two Clubs, East pass, South two 
Diamonds, West double. 

No. 6. South one Heart, West double, 
North pass, East pass, South one No 
Trump, West double. 

No. 5. In this case West’s final double 
would be informatory if a strict in- 
terpretation were given to the general 
rule. He has not previously refused 
a chance to double Diamonds, his part- 
ner (East) has not bid or doubled, and 
the doubled bid is not beyond the in- 
formatory limitation. However, it 
would not be rational to treat this as 
an informatory double and therefore 
East should treat it as business. It is 
@ recognized exception to the rule. On 
the first round South bid one Heart 
and West doubled; that double was of 
course informatory and presumably an- 
nounced strength in Spades, Diamonds 
and Clubs. North’s bid of two Clubs 
over that double evidently was intend- 
ed to show South the suit in which 
North was strong. South bid Dia- 
monds, thus showing that he held a 
two-suiter composed of Hearts and 
Diamonds. East, by passing North’s 
bid after West’s informatory double, 
has shown weakness. How, then, could 
West rationally ask East to name a 
suit, with Spades the only suit unbid 
and knowing that West must be weak 
or short in that suit? This is a case 
where the rule of reason must super- 
sede the rule of doubling. 

No, 6. At first glance, this looks Hke 
an informatory double. One No Trump

The two doubling situations which 
will be considered tomorrow, are:

Court Order Sought 
To Stop Dog Races 


Jefferson City, Mo., Oct. 26 (A.P.). 
Charging that four dog race tracks in 
Missouri allowed betting “in violation 
of their charters and in gross viola- 
tion of the State law,’”’ Attorney Gen- 
eral N. C. Gentry late today filed quo 
warranto proceedings in the Supreme 
Court to oust the tracks from the 
State. 

The suit was directed against the 
Ramona Kennel Club and Wellston 
Kennel Club, of St. Louis County, the 
North Kansas City Greyhound Associa- 
tion and the Fairview Kennel Club, of 
Platte County. 

Alleging these associations have “wil- 
fully misused their State charters, 
franchises and privileges, the petition 
states: 

“The companies have never con- 
ducted any amusement park other than 
a race track for dogs and have not 
operated or conducted any kennel for 
greyhound breeding or engaged in the 
business of breeding greyhounds or any 
other business authorized by their 
charters. 

“Continuously and knowingly they 
have permitted sheds or buildings at 
these places to be used and occupied 
for the purpose of recording and regis- 
tering bets and wagers upon the results 
of trials or contests of speed and power 
of endurance between dogs which took 
place upon the tracks.” 

St. Louis business men and minis- 
ters recently asked Gov. Sam Baker to 
take action against the tracks in St. 
Louis County on the ground they were 
nuisances and drained money from | 
legitimate business channels.

Convention of Advertising 
Agencies Told Broadcasts 
Benefit Newspapers. 


KLEIN TELLS OF WASTE 
IN DISTRIBUTING GOODS 


Director of Commerce Bureau 
Explains Governmental 
Helps to Business. 


Radio advertising works best in close 
coordination with newspaper and mag- 
azine advertising, Thomas F. Logan, 
chairman of the radio committee of 
the American Association of Advertis- 
ing Agencies, declared at the opening 
session of the convention of the asso- 
ciation yesterday in the Mayflower Ho- 
tel. 

Mr. Logan sad radio advertising had 
incredsed the effectiveness and facili- 
tated the growth of other forms of 
advertising, principally newspaper ad- 
vertising. That is illustrated, he de- 
clared, by the fact that radio has 
added $2,000,000 to newspaper advertis- 
ing. 

Cites Saving by Advertising. 


“The fact has been established be- 
yond argument that intelligent na- 
tional advertising, by decreasing the 
cost of sales and enlarging markets, 
has lowered the cost of goods to Amer- 
ican customers,” Mr. Logan said. 

“American advertising agencies have 
made a Vitally important contribution 
to the reductions of distributing costs. 
A new advertising medium which will 
aid us in further reducing costs is 
welcome. However, the growth of the 
American market is so tremendous, the 
population and buying power so vast, 
that no one advertising medium or 
group of mediums can hope to enable 
us to completely sell this market.” 

Mr. Logan further described radio ad- 
vertising as “best in a supplemental 
way,” adding that “the most successful 
broadcasting advertising campaign I 
ever knew of had the benefit of coor- 
dination with all other advertising fac- 
tors.” 

Millions of dollars are squandered in 
inefficient selling efforts, Dr. Julius 
Klein, director of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, Department 
of Commerce, declared at the afternoon 
session, 

Klein Tells of Waste. 


Much of this waste, he said, has 
been squandered in chasing the “mirage 
of a national market” for commodities 
best limited within city borders, or in 
following the “phantom of the full 
orderbook at all costs.” 

Dr. Klein said that one of the most 
important functions now confronting 
the economic service units of the Gov- 
ernment is assisting business in solv- 
ing the present day problems of dis- 
tribution. Manufacturing science has 
forged far ahead of the science of dis- 
tribution, he said, and therefore dis- 
tribution as a thing is groping blindly 
about in futile attempts at mastery 
of its vaster field, with much resultant 
waste and vain methods. 

Science, knowledge of the field, is the 
first need, he said, and therefore the 
Department of Commerce is now con- 
ducting surveys in various regions to 
determine where purchased goods are 
going. Last year, he said, $89,000,000,- 
000 was spent in the United States 
for various commodities and services 
and no one knows where it went. 

Dr. Klein declared that frequently 
the most flagrant waste occurs in s0- 
called “efficiency” systems and or- 
ganizations usually in cases of over- 
lapping of effort by two or three ef- 
ficiency systems attacking the same 
problem. 


135 Delegates at Session. 


Following the registration of dele- 
gates, of whom there are 135 in attend- 
ance from all points in the United 
States, the convention was formally 
opened by James W. Young, of Chicago, 
president. Mr, Young introduced Lorry 
Northrup, chairman of the committee 
on convention plans, who welcomed the 
delegates. Other addresses were made 
during the mdérning by D. M. Botsford, 
of Portland, Oreg.; Henry T. Ewald, of 
Detroit; Roy S. Durstine, of New York; 
and Olark McKercher, of New York. The 
report of the treasurer, E. Dewitt Hill, 
of New York, also was presented. 

Robert Benchley, editor of Life, 
spoke at a luncheon following the first 
session. Besides Dr. Klein, O. C. Harn, 
managing director, Audit Bureau of 
Circulations, spoke in the afternoon, 
his subject being “How to Get the Real 
Facts Out of A B C Reports.” Last 
night a dinner was given delegates. An 
entertainment program of music was 
broadcast over 22 stations at the din- 
ner, and afterward the “inside” of 
broadcasting was demonstrated before 
the. delegates. The convention will 
continue through today, when officers 
will be elected, resolutions adopted, and 


. other business completed.
